Bringing in snowplowers early means 
safer roads — or needless expense

Andover’s snow policy is to 
put salt and sand on the roads 
before the first snowflakes hit 
them, said Highway Superinten- 
dent Chris Cronin. The policy 
has kept Andover roads cleaner 
and safer than surrounding 
town’s streets — and even state 
highways — during many winter 
storms, he said. But the policy 
also forces Cronin to anticipate 
bad weather and call in workers 
at overtime rates — a decision 
that can lead to thousands in 
unnecessary spending whenever 
forecasts are wrong. 

This winter, Andover’s 
approach kept town roads safe 
for two storms in December, but 
unnecessarily cost the town 
money Tuesday, Jan. 27 when a 
forecasted storm didn’t live up to 
its billing. Andover paid 21 
employees to prepare for a possi- 
ble overnight snowstorm, but the 
snow did not fall until almost 12 
hours after it was originally 
expected. The workers were paid 
seven hours at time-and-a-half — 
between $27 and $33 per hour. 
Officials say they followed prop- 
er procedure and relied on 
repeated reports that forecasted a 


heavy snowfall. 

Two of Andover’s neighbor- 
ing towns also called in workers 
early, while three reported not 
calling in any workers for snow 
coverage that night. 

Andover employees were 
called into work at 10 p.m. to 
salt and sand the roads in antici- 
pation of a storm that was pre- 
dicted to begin between 10 p.m. 
and midnight. The snow didn’t 
fall until after 9 a.m., but work- 
ers stayed on all night at over- 
time pay, said Cronin. The work- 
ers were scheduled to be at work 
at 5 a.m., he said. 

Department of Public Works 
Director Jack Petkus said 
Andover “followed the best 
information we had.” 

Petkus said hourly forecasts 
continued to predict several 
inches of snow throughout the 
night and some snow continued 
to be predicted for after 9 a.m. 
“It Kept saying it was going to 
snow. You send everybody home 
and there are a bunch of acci- 
dents and you look like a jerk,” 
said Petkus. 

Cronin estimated the over- 
time bill would come to approx-

For selectmen, School Committee

Three political challengers 
have ensured the School Com- 
mittee and selectmen races will 
be contested this year.

Selectmen have granted 
Town Manager Buzz Stapezyn- 
ski a 3.5-percent pay increase 
and a $4,000 bonus. 

The raise lifts the town man- 
ager’s base salary from 
$112,270 to $116,199. 

In conducting an evaluation 
of Stapezynski for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 2003, the 


selectmen rated the town man 
ager in a variety of areas. Chair- 
man John Hess said selectmen 
gave Stapczynski his lowest rat- 
ings for his work on negotiating 
with bargaining units and over 
seeing the safety center con 
struction project. 

“While there was not unani- 
mous and complete approval of 
all aspects of the town manag-

Andover abortion foes take to streets 


Every Friday, group travels to Boston to talk

A man in his 20s walks with 
his arm around his girlfriend 
into Planned Parenthood on 
Commonwealth Avenue in 
Boston. The couple tries to 
ignore the half dozen women 
wearing anti-abortion signs who 
are begging them to reconsider. 
The door to the clinic closes 
behind the couple. 

Bernadette Lyons, 
Andover, continues her pro-life 
speech in the direction of the 
closed door, hoping the couple 
can still hear her, hoping even 
more they will change their 
minds. 

“Please choose life for your 
baby today. Anything that you 
need can be provided. It’s not 
too late to walk out of there!” 
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she yells. 

This is what is known as 
“sidewalk counseling.” Lyons is 
one of a handful of Andover 
women who do this every Fri- 
day in front of the same clinic. 

Eventually, Lyons stops 
yelling. She walks the perimeter 
of a white line painted in a semi- 


circle on the sidewalk in front of 


the clinic. Protesters must 
remain behind the line if they 
want to approach people enter- 
ing the clinic or walking by. The 
line is only a few feet from the 
clinic’s entrance. 

About 15 minutes later, the 
young man walks out of the 
clinic. He leans against the side 
of the building and lights a ciga- 
rette. He is close enough to the

Sewer work will not be finished

Town Meeting voters will be 
asked to approve an additional 
$1.25 million for the $30 mil- 
lion sewer expansion project 
they approved in 1999. If autho- 
rization is not granted, officials 
say, the project will not be com- 
pleted. 

The bulk of this $1.25 mil- 
lion will pay for the final section 
of sewer to be installed in the 
Ballardvale area. Public Works 
Director Jack Petkus said the 
town cannot go out to bid on 
this section until the money is 
made available through a Town 
Meeting vote. 

The main reason why the 
town needs more money is 
because it spent more than $1 


million to install new sewer 
pipes that were not in the origi- 
nal plan. 

In 2001, the Department of 
Environmental Protection told 
the town it needed to replace the 
Shawsheen Interceptor — a 
3,400 foot pipe in the Stevens 
Street and North Main Street 
area crucial to the sewer expan- 
sion. 

The state was concerned 
because sewers in the area had 
overflown during May 2000, 
said Petkus, and the town was 
planning to add hundreds of 
more homes to its sewer system. 

The town believed it could 
afford to pay for the Shawsheen 
pipes within the original $30 
million because parts of the pro- 


me 


ject had received bids lower 
than expected, said Petkus. 

Petkus said the town did not 
believe it needed to return Town 
Meeting for authorization 
“Because it was a necessary part 
of it, it was deemed that it was 
part of the (original) warrant 
articles,” said Petkus. “It cer 
tainly wasn’t the intent of Town 
Meeting voters to install a dry 
system no one could use.” 

Replacing the Shawsheen 
Interceptor cost the town more 
then it expected. The town spent 
$1,054,849, and took this sum 
from the $22,500,000 appropri- 
ated for the Ballardvale/South 
Main Street sewer construction 
project.

answer. A week after the public 
announcement of the raise and 
bonus, Selectmen Ray Hender 
and Ted Teichert both said they 
would need time to give specific 
reasons for the bonus. After 
Teichert said he looked at his 
notes, he called back and men- 
tioned the same list of projects as 
Stapezynski. 

“Tt was deserved. There was 
no doubt about that,” said Hen- 
der. “I can say that without his 
work and dedication, our finan- 
cial problems could have been 
and would have been a lot 
worse.” 

Hender mentioned Stapezyn- 
ski working long hours as part 
of the reason for issuing the 
bonus. Hess agreed with Hender 
that the extra hours on the job 
played a role in issuing the 
bonus. 

Hessr said Stapezynski's help 
with forming a mission state- 
ment was another reason for the 
bonus. He said the selectmen 
looked at the going rate for town 
managers in other towns. When 
they took into account how 
many years of experience 
Stapezynski has in Andover, 
they felt he deserved more 
money, said Hess. 

“We have someone who is 
running a multi-million dollar 
corporation, and someone who 
oversees over 300 employees. I 
don’t think it’s unreasonable.” 
said Hess. 

Hess said the selectmen 
believe a bonus is a better solu- 
tion than being locked into a 
larger pay increase. Hess also 
said he does not think bonuses 
are something the selectmen 
will award every year.

Now, to finish the Ballard- 
vale/South Main Street job 
approved at 1999 Town Meet- 
ing, Petkus said the town needs 
$689.140. 

The town also. spent 
$538,066 more than was bud- 
geted for the Rogers Brook area 
sewer construction. “We had a 
huge amount of rock on that 
project,” said Petkus. 

He said there was substantial- 
ly more subterranean rock. and 
it was closer to the surface than 
the engineers had predicted. The 
blasting that was done in the are 
left the town $538,006 in the 


red, said Petkus. 

“The actual amount we need 
is $1,227,206.” said Petkus, to 
pay the Rogers Brook area con- 
struction cost overruns and com- 
plete the project in the Ballard- 
vale area.

Get rid of parking meters? 


Town would replace meters with pay boards at some lots

Town Meeting voters will 
determine if Andover should 
transfer $98,000 from parking 
meter receipts to invest in park- 
ing meter systems and enforce- 
ment. 


Andover may be looking at 
doing away with parking 
meters. This would not lead to 
free parking, but a new pay sys- 
tem where residents walk from 
their car to put money into a pay 
box and then go back to their car 
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the only thing holding back the 
project. The remaining work 
will go out to bid within weeks 
or even days of Town Meeting, 
if voters approve the article. 
Without the additional funding, 
there will be no way for the 
town to finish the project, and 
work would be put on hold until 
Town Meeting grants use of 
additional funds.

Just two applications 
were totally rejected as those 
applicants did not meet the 
financial guidelines 

In accordance with the town 
permit for the project, 70 percent 
- or 14 condos — must be award 
ed to people with Andover ties 
The people must work, currently 
live or have relatives who live in 
town. More than 40 people who 
either live in town or have rela 
tives here have applied. Another 
17 applicants work in Andover 

“And, we are happy to say 
that 28 applicants are minorities 
which is an important part of this 
project.” Kimball said 

Coachman’s Ridge, located 
across from the YMCA, is a 
three-building, 96-unit condo 
development being developed by 
Pulte Homes. It will be a mix of 
one-and-two-bedroom units 
While market rate for these con- 
dos is about $329,000, those 20 
affordable condos will sell for 
$135,000 to $153,000. Appli- 
cants must earn less than the 80 
percent of the area's median 
income. That works out to less 
than $39,550 for a single person 
and $56,500 for a family of four. 

Applicants do not need to be 
present at the lottery, which will 
be held at Old Town Hall, 20 
Main St., at 6 p.m.

Nickel Hill plant permit expires 


Andover families who fought 
to keep the Nickel Hill Energy 
power plant from opening in 
Dracut can breathe easy. The 
Energy Facilities Siting Board 
has confirmed that the three-year 
permit to build on the site near 
Andover expired in November. 

The EFSB approval is the 
biggest step to opening a power 
plant and the permit could have 
been transferred to another com- 
pany interested in building a 
power plant on the site, said 
Shery! Poole, a spokeswoman 
for Merrimack Valley Residents 
for the Environment. 

MVRE claimed victory in 
2001 when Constellation Energy 
decided to end attempts to build 
the 750 megawatt gas-to-elec- 
tricity plant. But this permit 
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expiring means another compa- 
ny wanting to build a plant 
would have begin the permitting 
process anew, and could not pur- 
chase the permit from Constella- 
tion, said Poole. “It means it’s all 
over. The door is shut 100-per- 
cent right now,” said Poole 
MVRE rallied lawyers, 
experts and residents to fight the 
company in placing its plant in 
Dracut, where it would have had 
an adverse affect on people's 
health and the quality of living in 
Andover, said Poole. “This was 
an important place where we 
drew a line in the sand,” said 
Poole. “I’m not sure I exhaled 
until those deadlines passed. 
Now we can all exhale, and we 
can all inhale better.”

approximately $4,500 for the 
seven hours. He said no salt or 
sand was dropped that night. 
“I'd never in my life prayed for 
snow in Andover, but (that 
night) I’ve never prayed for 
snow so hard in my life,” said 
Cronin. 


Policy reasons 
Cronin said the town policy 
is to lay down a salt and sand 
mix before the snow starts to 
fall, so people can continue to 
drive on the roads. If the mix- 
ture goes down too early, the 
cars blow it away, said Cronin. 
f it is spread too late and the 
snow begins to accumulate, the 
snow will be more difficult and 
costly to remove, he said. 
Cronin said Massachusetts 
Highway Department research 
claims cleaning roads costs four 
to 10 times more once snow 
sticks to the roads and gets 
packed down by cars. “We want 
the roads treated before the first 
flake of snow hits the ground,” 
said Cronin. “You want to put 
down a barrier of brine on the 
street. Once it sticks to the 
streets, you're in trouble.” 
Cronin said at 3 a.m. 
Andover’s weather service was 
still forecasting more than three 
inches of snow between 6 and 9 
a.m. “I can’t send guys home at 
3 (a.m.) if they need to work 
before 6 a.m.,” said Cronin. 
Cronin said the same snow 
policy kept Andover roads clean 
during the surprise ice storm 
that plagued surrounding areas 
on Tuesday, Dec. 2, and the 
storm on Saturday, Dec. 6 that 
dumped 22 inches of snow. 
Cronin said he would make 
the same decision with the same 
information that he made last 
Tuesday. “I wish I had a crystal 
ball, but the best we have is our 
weather service,” he said 


Other towns 

Of the towns that border 
Andover, at least three - 
Methuen, North Andover and 
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Wilmington — did not call in 
road workers on Tuesday, Jan. 
27. Tewksbury and Lawrence 
DPW directors did call in 
employees to sand the roads. 

For that individual storm, 
those who chose to wait ended 
up saving money without sacri- 
ficing road safety. 

“We have (workers) on stand 
by. We were ready for (the fore- 
casted snowstorm) if and when 
it came,” said Mark Peters, gen- 
eral foreman for the Wilming- 
ton Highway Department. 
Peters said trucks were ready 
and contractors were contacted 
earlier in the day to see if they 
would be available. Peters said 
Wilmington relies on the police 
department to call supervisors if 
it Starts to snow. 

“No one worked. Obviously, 
they said it was going to snow 
and it didn’t snow at all,” said 
Bill Hmurciak, North Andover 
DPW director. Hmurciak said 
the dry air told him snow was 
unlikely, but workers were 
ready to come in if needed. 
“We have certain people ready 
to be here very quickly. The 
sanders are ready to go,” said 
Hmurciak. 

Methuen has three workers 
on duty during the evening and 
night shifts through the winter 
months, said Methuen DPW 
director Ray DiFiore. This 
allows the town to keep a 
foothold against developing 
snow and call workers if snow 
begins, but it calls were not 
necessary that night. “Snow 
never materialized and at 7 
a.m., everyone came in,” said 
DiFiore. 

Tewksbury DPW Superin- 
tendent Toma Duhani called in 
35 workers at 11 p.m. and kept 
them until 3:30 a.m. Eleven 
workers were kept on until 7:30 
a.m. “We plan for a snowstorm 
in advance,” said Duhani. 

Lawrence DPW director 
Frank McCann called in dri- 
vers, but could not provide spe- 
cific information. North Read- 
ing road officials could not be 
reached for comment.

She says she does not 
object to pro- life protesters 
handing out literature and wear- 
ing signs so long as it does not 
turn into harassment. 

“T think you kind of come 
down on one side or the other,” 
says Hohn. “People have the 
right to express their opinions. 
Everyone in the country has the 
right to express themselves.”

‘Counseling’ part of Friday routine 

Lyons woke up early that Friday morn- 
ing, Jan. 30, and left her house before sun- 
“Sidewalk counseling” in front of 
Planned Parenthood on Commonwealth 
Avenue in Boston is something she and a 
handful of other local women have done 
every Friday for years. 

They carpool to the city, leaving Andover 
at 6:15 a.m. The women leave their signs in 
the car and grab a quick breakfast at a near- 
by coffee shop or diner. By 8 a.m., they scat- 
ter in close proximity to Planned Parent- 
hood’s front door. With stacks of flyers cra- 
dled in their arms and large signs around 
their necks, they are ready to work. They 
consider their Friday job to be preventing 
abortions. 

The six local women — Lyons, Theresa 
Gorey and Corrie Norris, of Andover, Janet 


| Noonan of Stoneham, Jane Finn of Wilm- 


ington, and Connie Cronin of North 
Andover — say they are compelled to voice 
their opinions. They take the early shift on 
Fridays from 8 to 10 a.m. Reinforcements 


| take over in the late morning for their shift. 


Lyons says when she tells people in 
Andover about her Friday morning commit- 
ment, they seem surprised that she would 
take such extreme measures. She says their 
reaction is often along the lines of “But 
you're normal.” 

None of these women look out of the 
ordinary. Some have been activists for over a 


| decade, some for only a few years. Two of 


them admit being thrown in jail. They are all 
between the ages of 40 and 70. 

The women are eager to tell success sto- 
ries and say they believe they are saving 
lives. 

Gorey says they tell women they have 
one last chance to reconsider. “We're the last 


stop for them to get a different thought,” she 
says. 

The group says pregnant women have 
walked out of the clinic after changing their 
minds. In exchange, Lyons says, she gives 
out her home phone number, telling the 
pregnant women they can call her collect. 
Gorey talks about throwing baby showers. 
They say their counseling begins on the side- 
walk, but often continues if a pregnant 
women decides not to have an abortion. 

“We don’t really know (how many 
women have changed their minds). It’s not 
even important. If there’s one, it’s worth it,” 
says Lyons. 

Gorey says they do not stop scheduled 
abortions from taking place every week. But 
she says their presence sends a message to 
society, and causes people to think about the 
issue of abortion. 


“T love the ones who want to talk. Even if 
they are totally opposed (to my point of 


view), it gets them thinking.” says Gorey. 
Pro-choice in town 

Of course, Andover has numerous resi- 
dents who are totally opposed to Gorey’s 
point of view. 

A group of such women is preparing to 
gather to support a women’s right to choose. 
On April 25, they will participate in the 
March for Women’s Lives, a pro-choice 
march in Washington. 

Marcia Hohn, 64, is one of the Andover 
women who will make that trip. Hohn says 
the pro-choice march in April will-be the 
first time she participates in such activist 
measures, but she believes it is important to 
stand up for what she believes in. She says 
she is not totally convinced Roe v. Wade is 
secure under the Bush administration. 

“We take these rights very seriously. | 


most productive, according to 
the Andover pro-life group. 

Last Friday, several people walked by the 
clinic aggravated at the sight of the protest- 
ers. A truck full of workers yelled out “pro- 
choice” several times while beeping the 
horn. One pedestrian said he thought some- 
one should hang the protesters. Another 
woman yelled swears at them. 

The six women say they deal with cold 
weather, ridicule, foul language and the pos- 
sibility of physical assaults. On Friday, a lit 
cigarette was thrown at Lyons. It did not hit 
her. She says it was not the first time she has 
had a cigarette thrown at her. 

Cronin says she was punched by a man a 
few weeks ago. Others in the group have 
their own stories, but no one has been seri- 
ously injured. 

Boston Police say they are aware of the 
protesting. “It’s a high visibility target,” says 
John Boyle, a Boston police officer. Boyle 
says Boston police keep an occasional pres- 
ence in the area as a precaution. It is not 
uncommon to see a cruiser drive by or park 
near the clinic’s entrance. 

The women say the first time they tried 
“sidewalk counseling” they were nervous 
and a little scared, but now their voices are 
loud and their hands quick to pass out pro- 
life fliers. Norris has held up her pro-life 
sign in Andover. She says she stood outside 
Andover High School during last year’s 
election to express her point of view. 

“First, you get funny looks,” she says. 
“They looked. They turned their heads as if 
they didn’t know you.” But, mixed with the 
people who ignored her on their way to vote, 
were some who gave her a “thumbs up,” she 
says. 

“You have to get out there and say what's 
wrong,” says Lyons. “We definitely feel we 
are doing good by being out there.”

firefighter returns

A firefighter who served a four- 
month suspension for inappropriate 
conduct at an Andover firehouse 
returned to work last Wednesday at 
8 a.m. 

Andover firefighter lan Tim- 
mons allegedly exposed and fondled 
himself in front of other firefighters 
while on duty last summer. Andover 
Fire Chief Charles Murnane said 
that, following an internal investiga- 
tion, Timmons received a four- 
month suspension. Another fire- 
fighter was suspended for two 
weeks and a third firefighter 
received a written reprimand. Mur- 
nane would not name the other two 
firefighters involved. 

Murnane called the situation a 
“black mark on this department.” 
He said it was still a delicate situa- 
tion for the department, but some- 
thing it would overcome. “Was this 
something that should have cost him 
his job and changed his life forev- 
er?” said Murnane. “People have 
different views all through the 
department.” 

“All I really have to say is that 
I'm glad to be back, (to) put this 
behind us,” said Timmons. 

“He’s back to work, and I’m 
glad he’s back to work,” said Jim 
Landry, firefighter union president. 
“I have no problem working with 
the kid, and I never will.” 

“This is just a very, very unfortu- 
nate situation that got out of hand, 
clowning around that led to some- 
thing that got out of control that we 
had to deal with,” said Murnane. 
“People get these crazy ideas about 
what goes on in firehouses. This 
doesn’t happen. It’s just not like 
that. 

“At this stage we're confident 
he’ll perform in a professional man- 
ner on whatever unit he works 
with,” said Murnane. “The town is 
willing to give him a second chance. 
This was tough on the department. 
We want to put this behind us and 
move forward.”

What the public does know is Buzz Stapcezynski 
was praised for his budget planning, hiring of staff 
and opening two schools on time. He received his 


lowest marks in the areas of completing contract | 


negotiations and the public safety center. Although 
salaries and large projects such as the safety center 
are where the bulk of taxpayers’ money is spent, 
selectmen’s joint evaluation said “there was a gener- 
al agreement that the town manager performed well.” 
Selectmen believed he performed well enough to 
deserve both a raise and a bonus. But the public has 
only a limited understanding about why.

Editor, Townsman: 

The current debate on gay 
marriage is certainly a con- 
tentious one but the arguments 
being levied as justification 
against it are not credible. As 
clearly intended by the separa- 
tion of church and state, the 
Bible — or any other religious 
dogma for that matter — should 
not be the deciding factor when 
it comes to modern day secular 
laws.

Some argue that our found- 
ing fathers and the constitution 
they drafted never intended the 
courts to decide such matters 
over the objections of the major- 
ity. Perhaps, but legislation to

mentioned in the Bible. 

The Rev. Peter Gomes, 
senior minister of Harvard’s 
Memorial Church, wrote, “to 
read is to interpret.” In reality, 
our relationship with the Bibli- 
cal author is one of dialogue and 
our understanding of the text a 
faithful guess, at best. No one 
can honestly claim possession 
of the truth.

Detailing role of 
church task force 


Editor, Townsman: 

Ben Hellman’s article in the 
Jan. 22 Townsman requires 
some clarification on my 
involvement with the issue of 
same-sex marriage. I have been 
asked by Bishop Shaw of the 
Episcopal Diocese of Massa- 
chusetts to participate on a task 
force that will formulate our 
diocesan response to the 
Supreme Judicial Court ruling 
on same-sex marriage in the 
Commonwealth. This task force 
is not, as the article purported, 
“drafting a response to conserv- 
ative Christian groups that have 
come out against gay marriage.” 
The work of our task force, 
which is made up of clergy, 
Biblical scholars, theologians, 
psychologists, historians and 
other scholars, is to assess 
whether, and in what form, the 
church (that is the Episcopal 
Church in our diocese) might 
permit the blessing of same-sex 
unions. While we will not be 
calling these unions “marriage,”

relationships, and to give them 
the church’s blessing.

Real war could be won with hope, economic gains 


Editor, Townsman: 

Here we are, with more 
planes, guns, and bombs than 
anyone else in the world and we 
are still getting sniped at in Iraq, 
with brave young Americans 
being wounded and killed just 
about every day. All the claims 
and counterclaims about 
weapons of mass destruction, 
terrorism camps, secret meet- 
ings between Iraqis and Al 
Quaeda operatives drag on 
relentlessly. From all that has 
been presented in the main- 
stream media both here and in 
Europe, it is unlikely that Iraq 
ever was the nexus to our war 
on terrorism. The facts also 
show terrorism in the US has 
been going on for several years, 
long before September 11. 

Government data indicate 
there has been an overall decline 
in terrorist activity reported in 
the US. According to FBI’s 
Report On Terrorism published 
in 1999, there were 641 terrorist 
events reported in the US during 
a five-year period between 1971 
and 1975. However, during a 
subsequent 20-year period from 
1980 to 1999 there were an 
additional 457 terrorist events 
reported. While frequency of 
terrorist activity had been 
declining, there was a disturbing 
increase in the intensity of each 
evert, as measured in property 
damage and loss of life. 

When the president speaks of 
winning the war on terrorism, 
what kind of victory does he 
have in mind? A complete mili- 
tary victory? Not likely. The tra- 
ditional military model is not 
applicable to our 21st Century 
ubiquitous non-state sponsored 
enemies. The heavy-handed 
techniques that sometimes have 
been employed in Iraq to van- 
quish terrorism have done more 
to inflame extremism than to 
encourage rapprochement and 
the creation of a broad-based 
coalition amongst a diverse eth- 
nic and religious population. 

By applying the “might 
makes right” dictum to defeat- 
ing terrorism in the world, the 
US has alienated the interna- 
tional community and has made 
the defeat of international ter- 
rorism much less attainable. The 
US has repeated the mistakes of 
a bygone era by responding to

School Committee members: 

Renewing Bach’s contract is 
your legal right, but what were 
you thinking? 

I trust that most of you were 
not linking the events. On the 
one hand, you were renewing 
her contract at a raise of up to 5 
percent with another $8,000 
given to an annuity each year, 
while on the other hand you 
were approving Bach’s budget 
to lay off teachers, decrease pro- 
grams and impose fees. I trust 
most of you did not know 
Andover High School was being 
constructed with a staff and 
schedule that made meeting 
state mandates of time on learn- 
ing impossible. It is Bach who is 
supposed to know that. Hind- 
sight shows us she either knew 
and didn’t care, or simply failed 
to consider it when constructing 
the plans, which shows a 
remarkable lack of understand- 
ing of state requirements. 

The whole high school fiasco 
was, in fact, not on the radar 
screen in July, when you gave 
various degrees of verbal con- 
sent to the memorandum of 
understanding. Some of you 


seem to know, and all should 
know, this is not a binding con- 
tract until all five of you sign. 

[ urge you not to be stamped- 
ed into signing this new con- 
tract. If this is a good deal for 
Andover in February, it will be a 
good deal in May, and you 
won't have any trouble convinc- 
ing the new member(s). Much 
has happened since July. Two of 
you, Art Barber and Tony 
James, have a great deal more 
experience now than you had 
then. The financial picture is 
more dire than ever, given the 
need to fund additional high 
school positions. Do not be 
rushed into this deal. Did you 
ask to see the previous years’ 
performance evaluations before 
you gave your verbal consent to 
this understanding? I sure didn’t 
my first year, when that board 
extended Bach’s contract. Ask 
to see Bach’s file and read 
through my evaluations. Read 
all three years’ worth, because 
they tell a story. They were writ- 
ten honestly, with what I saw to 


be true. They were Board of 


Director to CEO. 

This extension is putting the 
desires of one person above the 
needs of every student. One 
thing I always knew, and has 
proved to be true, is that, with- 
out me, the School Committee 
would be just fine. The same is 


true with the current administra- 
tion. Andover will be fine. Fifty 
applicants would be beating 
down doors to run this district. It 
is well off, educated and 
involved, and that is what super- 
intendents want. They do not 
find the public troublesome, or 
bothersome. They meet with 
parents throughout the day. 
They are respectful to people, 
no matter how people are to 
them. In other words, they get it. 
This one never has. 

Parents have given hundreds, 
if not thousands, of hours. They 
have raised and donated hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to 
the schools. They build play- 
grounds, enrich curriculum, and 
pitch in. Committee members 
might wonder, and learn, why 
such people are complaining. 
They are not cranks. They are 
my wife, and Kristen Wise, who 
wrote letters last week. They are 
the countless hundreds others 
who are in our schools, up to 
their elbows every day. 

Last year, I bought a couple 
of boxes of copier paper and 
brought them to South Elemen- 
tary School. They couldn't have 
been more grateful if the boxes 
had been filled with cash. This 
year, the call for paper has again

Editor, Townsman: 

Following the revelation that 
the invasion of Iraq was based on 
false (or falsified) information 
we are now told by the Bush 
administration the real reason 
Saddam Hussein needed to be 
overthrown was he murdered 
thousands of innocent civilians 
by poisoning them. Apparently 
so. But the next time President 
George Bush swaggers before 
the TV cameras to repeat that 
asseruon, why doesn’t someone 
in the press ask where those 
chemicals came from? 

According to several sources 
presumed to be reliable, includ- 
ing reports of the US Senate. 
between 1985 and 1989 the fol- 
lowing lethal poisons were 
exported from the US to Iraq 
with the approval and assistance 
of our government: anthrax, bot- 
ulinum toxin, histoplasma cap- 
sulatum (attacks lungs, brain, 


heart), brucella melitensis 
(attacks major organs), clotsridi 
um perfingens and tetani (both 


highly toxic), and E. coli, plus 
components of mustard gas, 
human and bacterial DNA, and 
dozens of other pathogenic 
agents. These materials were not 
weakened, were capable of 
reproduction, and were identical 
to those found by UN inspectors. 

These exports continued until 
at least November 1989 during 
the Bush Sr. administration, even 
though Iraq was reported to be 
engaged in chemical and possi- 
bly biological warfare against 
Iranians, Kurds, and Shiites 
since the early ’80s 

These shipments of chemical 
and biological weapons from the 
US to Iraq began shortly after 
Donald Rumsfeld went to Bagh- 
dad and met with Saddam Hus- 
sein on behalf of the Reagan 
administration Richard 
Armitage, then Assistant Secre- 
tary of Defense and now Deputy 
Secretary of State, is reported to 
have said with a hint of pride that 
the US “was playing one wolf 
off another wolf.” 

It strikes me that one can seri- 
ously question which is the 
worse crime — using these insid- 
ious Weapons or supplying them 
while knowing how they would 
be used. Why is this question 
never raised by the press?

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Three Andover street geese — ‘icons’ 


Man who found popular birds believes they were mauled by another animal

Boston has the famous Make 
Way for Ducklings, and 
Andover has its well known 
Andover Street white geese. 

But it appears as though the 
number of Andover’s feathered 
friends is dwindling, as several 
of these geese died last week. 

Tom LaChance, of North 
Andover, said he called police 
after finding three of the six 
birds dead last Wednesday 
morning. He said the birds 
looked to him as though they had 
been attacked by dogs. He said 
he got close enough to see the 
blood on their necks from what 
appeared to be bite marks. 

He said the animals are a 
“landmark’” and an “icon,” and 
it bothers him to think of the 
pond at the corner of Andover 
Street and Argilla Road being 
without its geese. Residents and 
visitors to the deli across the 
street from the pond often feed 
the birds. Back when Rose Glen, 
a dairy and ice-cream shop, was 
in the building across the street 
from the pond, the geese were a 
popular item with families with 
young children. 

If the geese were killed by 
dogs, LaChance said he blamed 
the dog owners. According to 
the police report, an officer

removed the birds from the street 
and left their bodies behind a 
rock. 

Wayne Nader, animal control

On Friday evening, three 
remaining geese huddled by the 
picnic tables near the pond.

cars. The third goose was nestled 
under one of the tables and 
appeared to have an injured 
wing.

Te WHIRLWIND MONTHS OF FILMING 
and physical change are over for 
Andover High School drama teacher 
Susan Sepich, but her story will now be told 
to millions on prime time. Sepich’s episode 
of Extreme Makeover airs tonight, Thurs- 
day, Feb. 5, at 9 p.m., on ABC, Channel 5. 

Sepich uprooted her life with only hours 
of notice last October to be on a reality tele- 
vision program that gives participants an 
“extreme makeover,” including plastic- 
surgery, dental work, hair-styling, make-up 
and clothes. 

Sepich’s episode brings a twist to the 
program, because her show features both 
her and her boyfriend of 2» years, Michael 
Choquette. In the course of filming, Cho- 
quette proposed marriage and the two were 
not allowed to see each other — and their 
surgical results - until they arrived at the 
altar. The television program arranged the 
entire wedding and honeymoon, which took 
place in Orlando, Fla., at Disney World. 

Sepich — now Susan Choquette — has no 
| complaints. “Just every facet of the experi- 
ence was wonderful,” she says this week. “It 
was the experience of a lifetime.” 

Sepich says she had a major tummy tuck, 
breast augmentation, chin implant, face lift, 
neck lift, brow lift, minor work to remove a 
bump on her nose, her eyelids done, laser 
vision correction surgery and veneers put on 
her teeth. “I’m very pleased with the 
| results,” says Sepich. 


Weight trouble 

Sepict. applied for the program to correct 
scarring and stretch marks she acquired 
from losing 110 pounds. 
Sepich says she spent most 
of her life fighting obesity. 


what to expect of her 
| appearance. At her heavi- 
est, she weighed 235 
pounds. She gained weight so quickly in 
college one year that when she went home 
for the summer, people thought she was 
pregnant. Sepich says there are times when 
people wonder if a woman is pregnant, but 
don’t ask because they aren’t sure and they 
don’t want to insult them. “It wasn’t even a 
question. I wasn’t even married,” she says. 

After college, Sepich joined a weight- 
loss support group. That is where she met 
Choquette. The two defeated their eating 
problems, but did not date until later. 

But even after she learned to control her 
weight, Sepich could not fix her loose skin 
and stretch marks, and it bothered her. “I 
don’t remember a time when I didn’t have 
stretch marks. There was always this con- 
stant reminder that you treated yourself 
poorly,” she says. 


Applying for reality TV 

Sepich wanted surgery to fix the loose 
skin, but health insurance wouldn’t cover 
the bill and she couldn’t afford it. She saw 
the program a year ago and downloaded an 
application to appear on it. Sepich had to 
make a videotape of herself and answer per-

“People said, ‘Why do 
you need this?’ I had to tell my story over 
and over again,” says Sepich. “Everyone 
was very understanding and very support- 
ive of me. I was sort of surprised in a way.” 


Concerns 

Sepich had reservations about bearing 
her life and body on television because she 
was a teacher. “(My students) will have seen 
me unconscious and with tubes hanging out 
of me. They will have seen me at my most 
exposed and vulnerable,” says Sepich. She 
was also worried about the surgery. Her 
only previous surgery was to remove her 
tonsils, and that was when she was 9. 


Proposal and procedures 

Choquette had planned to propose to 
Sepich during Christmas, but, because of 
the show, popped the question earlier, says 
Sepich. Extreme Makeover offered to pick 
up the cost of the wedding and honeymoon 
to make it part of the taping. Shortly after 
they were engaged, Sepich and Choquette 
were separated and operated on. Sepich says 
the separation was the most difficult part of 
the process.

Wedding 

Sepich was nervous before seeing her 
changed fiance for the first time at the altar. 
Doctors made more drastic structural 
changes to Choguette’s face than to 
Sepich’s face. “My biggest fear was he 
wouldn’t look like himself, and when I saw 
him, he was my Michael. Right away it was 
OK,” says Sepich. 

Their wedding was at the Disney Wed- 
ding Pavilion and their honeymoon was 
spent at Disney World. Both were filmed 
and will be in the program. “They treated us 
like royalty. We had VIP passes, they let us 
cut lines. People kept looking at us wonder- 
ing ‘Who are they?’ We're nobody. We're 
just nobody,” says Sepich. 

Sepich was happy to let someone else 
worry about wedding arrangements and 
costs. “It was a great way to have a wedding 
— having someone do it for you,” says 
Sepich. 

She and her new husband now live 
together in Ipswich and are looking for a 
house, which she says is just as exciting as 
being on television. 


Returning to teaching 

Sepich was a celebrity when she arrived 
back at Andover High, but things quickly 
returned to normal. “It took them about a 
day and then it died down,” she says. 

She doesn’t believe her story encourages 
kids to look to surgery to solve their prob- 
lems. She says she hopes her story will 
encourage students to take care of their bod- 
ies. “I hope the part of the story that sinks in 
is I used to not take care of my body and 
now I do,” says Sepich. 

“I feel like I was restoring part of my 
body to the way it used to be. I was restor- 
ing my body to the body God gave me.” 

Sepich says the surgery has altered the 
way she feels about looking at herself in the 
mirror. “I feel more confident. There is an 
elevated sense of self,” she says. “So far so 


good.”

Lecture on Les Moveables looks at ‘Andover on the move’

id you know that the 
Harriet Beecher Stowe 
house, at 80 Bartlet St., 


was once located where the 
Andover Inn is today? Or that 
the barn that was once at 297 
River Road can now be found at 
80 Chestnut St.? Would you 
like to know where to find the 
fire house that was once where 
CVS is today? Houses, parts of 
houses, barns and other out- 
buildings were moved with 
great frequency in the 18th-, 
19th- and 20th centuries. 

Without electrical wires and 
other utilities to hinder the 
work, homeowners often chose 
to move a building rather than 
build new. 

Using photographs from the 
collections of the Andover His- 
torical Society, local historian 
James Batchelder will illustrate 
“Les Moveables: Andover’s 
Answer to the Mobile Home,” 
Sunday, Feb. 7, at 2 p.m. at the 
Andover Historical Society.

He first came to the Andover 
Historical Society more than 20 
years ago to research the history

moved to their current loca- 
tions. Batchelder noted the 
move and put the information in 
a file, which continued to grow. 
Joined by Barbara Thibault, the 
Historical Society’s former edu- 
cator and director, Batchelder 
added more notes to the file, 
which eventually grew to docu- 
ment more than 200 buildings 
that have been moved since the 
founding of Andover. 

During the 18th century, 
lumber was an expensive mate- 
rial. Wood was manually cut 
down, moved, and milled. New 
construction was so expensive 
and labor intensive that it was 
easier and less expensive to 
knock the pegs out of the build- 
ing, disassemble it, load it onto 
a wagon and reassemble it at a 
different location. 


Today, the situation is 


reversed — labor is expensive 
and materials readily available, 
so new construction is more 
common than the reuse and 
movement of old buildings. 

The movement of houses 
and buildings, however, was not 
uncommon in the 20th century. 
Batchelder has documented that 
between 1919 and 1932, 60 to 
70 buildings were moved in and 
around Andover. William Wood 
moved almost half the buildings 
in Shawsheen Village and 
Philips Academy moved a num- 
ber of buildings around its cam- 
pus. The frequency of building 
movement slowed considerably 
after World War II because peo- 
ple wanted new homes, and 
materials became cheaper.

A new look is in the works for 
the former Lund’s Automotive 


| Service auto repair and gas station 


on South Main Street (Route 28), 
near Rattlesnake Road. 

A North Andover developer is 
looking to keep the site as a small 
gas station, but also add a conve- 
nience store and doughnut and cof- 
fee shop. 

It’s been more than four years 
since gas was last pumped at the 
vacant station, and plans by Ven- 
dor Alliance Capital of North 
Andover call for turning the site 
into an attractive “Cape Cod-style 
structure with gabled roof, dorm- 
ers and a cupola.” 

“The building will have a dis- 
tinct New England style and will 
blend nicely with the predominant 
style of this neighborhood,” the 
developer’s real estate appraiser, 
Andrew J. Boggini, wrote to zon- 
ing officials in a letter received this 
week. “Aesthetically the new 
building will be ... a significant 
improvement over the existing 
structures.”

Chillin’ at the summit 


During one of New England's most brutal winters in 
recent memory, 1999 Andover High School graduate Liz 
Willey is interning for the Mount Washington Observatory 
in New Hampshire. The observatory is on top of Mt. Wash- 
ington, the peak notorious for its wicked weather. 

The average wind chill for February at the top of Mt. 
Washington is 47 degrees. The average wind speed is more 
than 44 mph. The mountain's Web site answers the common 
questions “(Is this) the world’s worst weather?” 

While Andover has had frigid temperatures ranging from 
10 to -5 degrees this winter, including the second-coldest 
January on record, Willey has tolerated a bit more. “I wish 
it was 0 degrees here. Last week, the summit temperatures 
went down to 45 degrees below zero. It was brutal.” she 
said. 

The Mount Washington Observatory, a non-profit institu- 
tion, was created to observe and record weather conditions 
atop Mt. Washington, conduct scientific research, develop 
educational programs and promote public safety in the 
White Mountains. 

Willey has been interning for this institution since 
November. “I love to hike and ski, so it seemed only natur- 
al to take this up. I remember I visited the summit for the 
first time when I was 10 years old and it was such a thrilling 
experience. I love it here and it’s a really unique experi- 
ence,” said Willey. 

Willey conducts hourly weather observations at the sum- 
mit of Mt. Washington and reports them back to the obser- 
vatory. “We record and observe temperatures, visibility, 
wind and humidity. Then we send out reports to the Nation- 
al Weather Service,” she explained.

OSE A TOUGH SPIRITUAL QUESTION, 
such as “if there’s a God, then why 
is there so much suffering?” and 
surely some lively discussion will 
follow — even if that question is posed in a 
church setting.
